Niagara Power for Syracuse. 

A project is on foot to carry electric 
power from Niagara Falls to Syracuse. 
N. T., a distance of 162 miles. This 
will still leave the record for long dis- 
tance transmission with California, 
namely 218 miles, but the new instal- 
lation will far surpass anything before 
attempted in the Eastern States. More- 
over, the undertaking is to be on a 
very big scale, the generating plant 
providing for the immediate handling 
of forty thousand horse power, with 
provision made for twenty thousand 
horse power additional when required. 
The enterprise has two special features 


of importance. In the first place the 
cable is of aluminum instead of copper. 


Aluminum is an excellent conductor of 
electricity, and, though more costly 
than copper, is very much lighter. 
Hence, when the price of copper is 
high, as at present, it is cheaper to use 
the other metal.

The second point is that the power 
will de generated on the Canadian 


side, so that it will be a produce soid 


to United States consumers by a for- 
No doubt the financia! 
interests on both sides of Niagara 
Falls associated with the electrical in- 
dustry are closely identified, but this 
feature of the scheme is bound to lead 
to discussion. For example, foreign 
coal has to pay a heavy duty: it may 
then well be asked by those interested 
why foreign electric power, subserving 
the same uses as coal, should enter 
duty free. In Canada, also, the scheme 
has provoked comment, and already 
there is a move to have a law passed 
forbidding the generation of electric 
power in the Dominion for sale to for- 
eign consumers, that is to say to for- 
eign industrial competitors. It is clear 
that several far-reaching issues are in- 
volved. bringing before us more for- 
cibly than ever the urgency of an in- 
ternational conference and agreement 
as to the use of Niagara Falle before 
troubles develop that it may be diffi- 
cult to remedy in face of accomplished 
facts. Already. with such a big scheme 
under way as the one above referred 
to, a crop of possible complications is 
springing ur.

A Triumph for Temperance. 

Absinthe drinking is a terrible curse 
of the French race, not only in cer- 
tain districts and cities of France, but 
also in French Switzerland, in Bel- 
gium and in the French colonies. In- 
deed wherever the Frenchman goes he 
takes with him the liquor that is both 


a deadly drug as well as an alcoholic 


stimulant. In France the evils of ab- 
sinthe drinking are well recognized, 


and for some years there has 
been an almost im ned campaign 
in the press, by medical men, and 


on the part of philanthropic societies 
to stop the manufacture and the sale 
of absinthe. Belgium, however, is the 
first country especially affected by the 
scourge to take legisiative action. A 
new law has just been passed by the 
Belgian Parliament absolutely prohib- 
iting the making, the importing, or 
the selling of absinthe, the penalty be- 
ing a fine ranging from $5 to $100, to- 
gether with imprisonment of from one 
week to six months. Any absinthe 
found in the country will be conflecat- 
ed. This is a tremendous triumph for 
the cause of temperance, also for the 
rational method of solving the drink 
problem by first of all eliminating its 
grossest factors. 
Absinthe in Switzerland.

his life. Here is a sample of the sort 
of musing description, the picture of 
things as seen through the mood of the 
characters, of which the book is en- 
tirely made up. Father Oliver, a young 
priest walks by the lake: 

“This lake was beautiful, but he was 
tired of its low gray shores; he was 
tired of those mountains, melancholy 
as Irish melodies and as beautiful. He 
felt suddenly that he didn’t want to 
see a lake or a mountain for two 
months at least, and that his longing 
for a change was legitimate and most 
natural. It pleased him to remember 
that everyone likes to get out of his 
native country for a while. But he had 
never been out of sight of this lake 
except for the years he had spent at 
Maynooth. When he left Maynooth he 
had pleaded that he might be sent to 
live among the mountains by Kilronan 
Abbey, at the north end of the lake— 
when Father Conway died, he had been 
moved round to the western shore. 
Every day of his life he walked by the 
lake; there was nowhere else to walk, 
unless up and down the lawn under the 
sycamores, imitating Father Peter, who 
used to walk there, reading his bre- 
viary, stopping from time to time to 
speak to a parishoner in the road be- 
low: he, too, used to read his breviary 
under the sycamores; but for one rea- 
son or another, he walked there no

The book, as was said Above, in its 
psychological analysis and 
tions of nature—that is, from the liter- 
ary viewpoint—is well done: it is im- 
possible not to recognize this.

There is no nutrition in the green 
olive, and physicians claim that when 
eaten in large quantities, especially by 
people with weak digestions. much 
harm is done by this indigestible, un- 
ripe article of food. The producers of 
these green olives know that the na- 
tives of Italy, Framce and Spain would 
not think of eating them, hence they 
are only put up for the foreign market 
‘as a commodity. Ameri- 
tans must look to California for a 
healthy, palatable, sanitary article 
when they want a good olive. The 
food value of the green olive as com- 
pared with the ripe can be likened to 
that of a little, green apple to a rich, 
juicy, ripe one. According to olive ex- 
perts, ripe olives and olive oil should 
not be considered as an occasiona! deli- 
cacy, but should form a part of the 
average diet and should be considered a 
household necessity. 

The demand for this commodity is 
constantly growing, which is a pleas- 
ing indication that the food value of 
the ripe olive is becoming better 
known and recognised, and doubtless 
the day Will come when the green 
olive will be banished from the Amer- 
fean table, and the ripe California 
olive will be served ip its place. 


USES OF LAMP BLACK. . 
{Mining Worid.] Lampblack is fine- 
ly divided carbon or soot, produced 
on a commercial scale by the imper- 
fect combustion of organic materiale 
that are rich in carbon, such as tar, 


to which a smaller supply of air is 
admitted than is required for com- 
plete oxidation. The dense smoke that 
results is conveyed through a series 
of settling chambers, in which the 
lampblack is deposited, the finest 
grade being precipitated in the last 
chamber. Lampblack so prepared con- 
tains about 80 per cent. of carbon, the 
remaining portion being of oily and 
resinous matters, together with mois- 
ture and certain inorganic substances 
such as ammonium sulphate. The 
resinous and other organic materials 
are removed by to redness in 
a closed crucible, after which the soot 
is digested with hydrochloric or sul- 
phuric acid and finally washed to re- 
move the inorganic substances. Lamp- 
black is used mainly in the manu- 
facture of paints and printers’ ink 
and for such purposes the crude prod- 
uct is amply pure. 


Nitrogen from Air. 

At the inauguration of the new 
chemical institute of the Technische 
Hochschule in Berlin, Prof. O. R. Witt 
gave some interesting information re- 
garding recent developments in con- 
nection with the production of nitro- 
gen from the air by electrical means. 
According to the Elektrotechnischer 
Anzeiger, the professor said that the 
greatest progress has been made in 
Norway, where Prof. Birkeland, as- 
sisted by Herr S. Eyde, had developed 
a commercial method of producing ni- 
trogen, using an arc elongated by a 
magnetit field and an e.m.f. of 5000 
volts. Experiments were first started 


1903. After experimenting with plants 
of small size the inventors built the 
first factory at Notodden in May, 1905. 
The equipment consists of three fur- 
naces, each consuming 700-horse power 
and all three combined deal with 
75,000 litres (2650 cubic feet) of air per 
minute. Before entering the furnace, 
the alr is mixed with nitric oxide 
which gives it an intense brown color. 
After passing through the furnaces the 
gases are led to stone towers (having 
a capacity of 8800 gallons each) where 
nitric acid is formed. Copper tubes 
are used as electrodes, being cooled by 
a water circulation. It is stated that 
plants of less than 5000-horse power 
are not commercial: in fact, it would 
seem that installations of less than 
20,000-horse power are also doubtful in 
this respect, even if the power be very 
cheap.

Growing Rose Bushes for the East. 


HE JACKSON & PERKINS COM- 

pany, a nursery firm of Newark, 

N. V., pays special attention to 
raising roses and other shrubbery. In 
1897 they resolved to start a nursery 
in Southern California. For that pur- 
pose they bought in the Villa Park 
school district, Orange county, ten 
acres of land, the soil whereof is a 
sandy loam, mostly heavy. There they 
started a nursery for roses exclusively, 
which ever since has been in charge of 
Mr. W. W. Perkins, a member of the 


firm 


The object, was and has ever since 
remained, to raise rose bushes, and 
after a year’s growth to ship them, 
the roots in 


rapidly than at Newark that they at- 
tain in one year more than twice the 
size of similar bushes of the same 
age raised at Newark. Wood growth 
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i 
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months’ old plants from Newark was 
$12 per hundred pounds, and 3000 cut- 
tings weighed about that. A beginning 
was made with that number. To ship 
bushes back in carload lots costs $1.10 
per hundred pounds, and $3.15 in lots 
less than a carload of twelve tons. 
According to the one-year-old bush 
being more or less vigorous a car 
holding twelve tons will contain from 
65,000 to 85,000 bushes. 

The first experiment proved such a 
success that the firm extended their 
operations from year to year, and went 
on buying more land. First five acres 
were added, then another five, then 
twenty, till now they have seventy 
acres. Every year a larger number 
of three-months old cuttings were ex- 
pressed from Newark; the second year 
ten times more than the first, that is 
30,000 instead of 3000; till in 1900 the 
number of 90,000 was reached. 
the expressing from Newark was giv- 
en up, not so much in order to avoid 
the cost of expressage, but more be- 
cause so often the young plants in 
transit in the express car were injured, 
principally by frost, so that whole 
boxes might become worthiess. The 
change was determined on despite the 
fact that with the wide range of ther- 
mometer between noon and midnight 
here, cuttings or slips do not root so 
easily; and labor is higher priced than 
at Newark. 


Management of Cuttings. 

From that time cuttings or slips 
have been taken from bushes about to 
be shipped to Newark, without injury 
to those bushes. Both hard wood and 


propagation beds, in a layer of sand 
six inches deep and underlaid with a 
layer of fresh horse manure a foot 
and a half in thickness. Each propa- 
gation bed is covered with a glass 
sash. The cuttings are watered every 
day. They are left in the propagation 
bed for six weeks, during which time 
they become properly rooted. Then 
they are taken out and placed in pots 


are placed in a 9 
temperature by night is kept at 70 
degrees Fahrenheit by means of hot 
water in pipes, and by day at 60 de- 
grees through solar heat. 

the morning the outer air is unusu- 
ally cold artificial heat is again sup- 
plied. The plants are watered every 
day end left in the greenhouse from 
thirty-five to sixty days, after which 
they are planted in nursery rows in 
the field. The length of time in the 
greenhouse is determined by climatic 
conditions. If the spring is cold the 
planting out is delayed. They are left 
in the rows till next winter, then 
shipped to Newark. 

Cuttings always are taken from 
bushes in December, January or Feb- 
ruary, when the air is moist and cool. 
Later, after sap has begun to flow 
freely, the time has come for forming 
not roots but bude. 

Mr. Perkins began with his own 
euttings to (he extent of 120,000, but 
last winter he shipped 387,000 bushes. 
This winter he will have altogether 
about 350,000 bushes to ship. This is 
not quite so many as thst winter be- 
cause last spring was very cold and 
changeable, which caused him to lose 
over 30 per cent. of the plants, while 
the ordinary loss is only from 10 to 16 
per cent. He has already shipped one 
carlcad, and calculates on shipping 
three more, 

Mr. Perkins has grown over one hun- 
dred different varieties of roses. As 
to all he has found sandy loam, and 
even a clay soil, preferable. Only a 
few varieties do at all well on light 
soil. These are the roses of the 
Rambler family. the Dorothy Perkins 
(thus named after a niece of Mr. Per- 
kins) and Vick's Caprice. The La 
France, American Beauty and Ulrich 
Brunner prosper only in heavy soil, 
and do best in clay.

Roses With Fruit Trees. : 

The larger part of the seventy 
acres is also planted in orange or wal- 
nut trees. The orange trees are either 
young stock, or old trees recently 
budded over. This necessitates fer- 
tilizing more heavily than would be 
required if only roses were being 
raised on the land. Mr. Perkins ap- 
plies altogether two hundred tons of 
animal manure to the seventy acres 
—one hundred tons of sheep manure, 
which, hauled at the ranch, costs him 
$2.50 per ton; cow manure thirty-five 
tons; balance horse manure, the two 
latter laid on costing him $2 per ton. 
He also sows peas or alfalfa between 
the rows of trees, in so far as possi- 
ble without interfering with cultivat- 
ing. He finds that from two-vear-old 
alfalfa he gets more nitrogen when 
plowing it under than from peas. 
Chemicals he has not yet applied, ex- 
cept 4000 pounds of bone and blood 
spread broadcast over the field, but 
he contemplates doing so.

Spanish Orange Crop Decreasing. 

Consul Bartleman of Seville makes 
@ report on the dwindling orange ex- 
ports of that port. It would seem that 
this would require more oranges from 
other countries to supply European 
markets. The letter follows: “Ac- 
cording to the Revista Commercial of 
Seville the disease which has raged 
among the orangeries of this region 
is responsibie for the retrogressive 
movement in the exportation of this 
fruit which, aithough extensive in 
previous years, amounted in the pres- 
ent but to a very limited number of 
shipments. In the season 1900-1901, 
200,000 boxes of oranges were shipped 
from Seville by water route, every 
year thereafter showing a greater de- 
erease, the exportation in the present 
year amounting to only 88,000 boxes. 
Small as this quantity appears, it 
would not have even reached this fig- 
ure were it not for the recurrence to 
neighbori provinces, where the 
trees continue in a sound state and 
whose limited production was incor- 
porated with shipments directed from 
Bone Products. 

Consul MeNally of Liege writes that 
degelatinized Done flour is an article 
obtained in the manufacture of bone 
glues and contains about 30 per cent. 
of phosphoric acid and about 1 per 
cent. nitrogen. The raw bone meal 
is obtained as above and contains 
‘about 21 per cent. phosphoric acid and 
5 per cent. nitrogen.

(HM. R. 93286,) which is also known as 
the “Moderate Anti-Junction Bill.” This 
hill provides in effect that in labor 


serving of a notice, while, in the 
meantime, the crime or crimes which 
it is sought to prevent may go on un- 
checked. The measure is vicious in its: 
intent, and is designed to promote 
rather than to prevent crime. Besides, 
it is made to apply only to labor dis- 
putes, and so it is clearly class legis- 
tation. 


Another bin is pending which is 
even worse than the Gilbert bill. It 


Was introduced by Representative Lit- 
tle of Arkansas on December 6, 1905, 
and provides that in labor disputes no 
boycotting agreement, picketing or in- 
timidation shall be considered in re- 
st t of trade or commerce, and that 
no restraining order or injunction 
shall be issued with relation thereto. 
This bill, if u should become a law, 
would permit labor union conspirators 
to harass their non-union competitors: 
‘st will. It would confer upon them 
special privileges enjoyed by no other 
Glass of men in the nation. woycot- 
ting, picketing and intimidation would 
be legalized and protected by the law 
when committed in the name of union- 
ism. Such a law would create a priv- 
ileged class, exempt from many of the 
legal obligations and duties of other 
Ciizens. “Of course,” as American In- 
dustries pertinently observes, there is 
no justification whatever for singling 
out the perpetrators of labor violences 
for specially favored treatment at the 
Hundes of the conrts; and, equally, there 


- is no justification for taking away 


from injunctions, as applying to all 
kinds of disputes, their essential ele- 
ment, namely, promptness of action.” 

Wrong cannot be transformed into 
tight by a legal enactment. Actions 
Which are in truth “in restraint of 
trade” would not be less so if a law 
were enacted declaring them to be in 
promotion of trade, Conspiracy would 
min be conspiracy if this bill were 
passed deciaring it not to be con- 
apiracy.

What would you do? Follow the example of the first 
missionaries of the Cross. Let us take the greatest of 
all missionaries who ever undertook to preach Christ 
and Him crucified to the unbelieving world, St. Paul, 
the great apostle of the Gentiles, certainly deserves as 
much as that to be said of his character and his work. 
What was his mode of procedure? To go to the largest 
centers of population and of intellectual thought in the 
world. St. Paul's work was done at Jerusalem, at Anti- 
och, at Ephesus, at Athens, at Corinth, and at Rome. It 
was before the Sanhedrin at Jerusalem and in the syn 
agogues daily that he delighted to discuss the merits 
the Christian religion. 
King Agrippa, or upon Mars Hill in the presence of the 
Areopagite court, that he delighted to deliver his mes- 
sage. 


Another thing. How did he go about it? When with 
the Jews, he took their scriptures, and from prophecy 
and psalm he led down step by step until he set Jesus on 
a pedestal as the promised Messiah of the Jewish nation. 
On Mars Hill, with this intellectual gathering around 


) him, he carefully abstained from telling them they were 
all wrong, that they were utterly mistaken, that they 


were going straight to perdition, and that he had the 


‘only key to salvation in his possession. What did he 
He locked around the city, where at er- 


éay to them? 
ery street corner stood an idol to a god. He says in the 
most diplomatic and friendly manner: “Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that you are a very religious people.” 
A pretty good way of opening their minds to any fur- 
ther discussion he should have before them on the sub- 
ject of religion. Again he says: “As I went through 
the city, I saw an altar inscribed To the Unknown God’ 
The God whom you yourselves are worshiping without 
knowing His name, I have come to make His name 
known to you.” . 


Well, what can the churches do? They can sit down 
and think right hard for a long space of time. And if 
they will, they are likely to reason out some such plan 
of campaign as this: Send out to one of the treaty 
ports a strong and thoroughly equipped mission. Let 
this mission plant itself securely in the treaty port. Let 
it go out, not to convert China in a day, in a year, nor in 
a generation. Plant this outpost of Christianity there 
in the most intellectual center of Chinese society. Let 
it carefully, diplomatically, and judiciously ally itself 
with the highest intellectual life of the city. As for the 
poor, forlorn outcasts, establish a school to teach the 
children. Establish a hospital to take care of the sick. 
Establish an asylum to take in and nourish the orphan. 
Relieve poverty, and want, and sickness, and affliction 
every moment of the day. Set them an example of a liv- 
ing Christianity in their midst, aim at converting the 
men of highest intellectual influence in the city, wait 
patiently for a generation, for a century, and let this 
leaven which is placed in the lump work its own results 
out in the course of long years. 


There is another thing for the missionaries to learn, 
and for those who support the missionaries to insist 
upon being learned.

They are impelled by a force 
greater than any motive power of their own creation, 
and hence, whether they will or not, they must needs 
enter upon the scene of battle; victor or vanquished, 
however that may be, the cause beckons, implores, and 
by it, those firmly enlisted will stand or fall. ! 

“O my country,” cries the loyal patriot, “for thee I 
have lived, for thee I die!” 

O my cause.“ exclaims the brave warrior fighting in 
the cause of righteousness, for the elevation, the clarifi- 
cation, and salvation of the soul of man, to thee have I 
dedicated my spirit, do with me as thou wilt. Though 
men shall rob and betray me; though they strip me of 
my own soul, and vaunt in the sight of the world what 
they have filched from another; though they ill-use and 
despise me for the good | have sought to accomplish; 
though in the end they revile me because I have loved 
and given of my love, my life and thought without stint 
to thee, all this will I suffer, inasmuch as I have given 
myself to a cause which is eternal. Then what matter 
though I go under, so long as I am faithful to thee, 
serving thee with all my heart, my soul, my strength!”

One must stand by in silence and submission to 
see the perpetration of crimes not yet morally or legally 
catalogued as such; to see hailed with trumpet sound 
of heraldry traitors and miscreants; to catch the fra- 
grance of flowers strewn in their pathway to be trodden 
under foot even as the noble ones were trod upon who 
dared to cross purposes for righteousness’s sake. 

Moreover, he m learn to be patient when the warm 
words scarcely out of his mouth are caught and uttered 
as another’s. He must conquer the painful sensation 
which seizes him on seeing the children of his brain 


false pretenders; a target for the shafts of scorn, a foot- 
stool for the ease-loving to rest upon; a host for never- 
failing parasites who cling to him, maturing in his sub- 
stance, then suddenly drop away elsewhere to repeat 


their degenerate life process. 


“When my genius calls me,” somewhere in his essays 
remarks Emerson, “I leave wife, child, home.” The 
same price must be paid when following with one’s 
whole being a really high and mighty cause. A cause 
that demands the establishment of truth and justice in 
the world, the practice of the larger righteousness—the 
bringing in of love for healing and redeeming a people. 
a race or humanity—then the tax is, Supreme Allegiance 
to the Cause. 

“When the nation’s life's at hazard, we've no time to 
think of men.” When a world cause cries for cham- 
pions, the one, the few. are sacrificed to the many. 

The cost of working for a cause is therefore much 
more than paying membership dues, or affiliating with a 
hody of avowed adherents. It is personal, public and 
private de.otion to its progress, the price exacted, 
staunch support, through good and evil report, of the 
principles upon which the cause reposes. It means en- 
durance of peril and hardships as well as enjoying the 
fruits of prosperity. There are those who eagerly come 
to join the reapers, but cowardly shirk the early labor 
of tilling and planting. They are those who would be 
sen in the merry march of “harvest home,” reveling in, 
and satisfied with the gay pageant, but unwilling to bend 
the back in path-clearing with hoe and shovel, or trudge 
wearily behind the soil-upturning plow. 

Thus formidable is the setting for workers in a cause, 
especially one too strange and remote for even sanction 
by the multitude.

BicGustT PROJECT ON CONTINENT BY 
CANADIANS. . 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ALGARY (Alberta.)—By all odds the biggest irri- 

gation project on the North American continent 

is now under way in this province of Alberta In 
1902 all the irrigated lands of the United States did not 
amount to 10,000,000 acres. By this scheme Canada will 
redeem a million and a half acres of semi-desert and 
that by private parties without government aid. The 
work has been undertaken by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road, which has exchanged a part of its land grant for 
3,000,000 acres lying between here and Medicine Hat. 
Of, this, 1,500,000 acres will be put under water, and 
the balance wil be sold to the irrigated land 
owners for pasture and mixed farming. This tract of 
irrigated lands is almost as great as all the irrigated 
lands of Colorado or Southern California. It is more

The land of the Canadian Pacific scheme lies. in a 
solid block on both sides of the railroad between Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat. It is flat or sightly rolling 
prairie, and is now used for grazing. The strip is 130 
miles long, running back for some miles on each side of 
the track. 
a beautiful mountain stream. It will be fed by other 
rivers, which flow northward from the United States 
through the Belly and Bow into the Saskatchewan and 
thence on to Hudson’s Bay. 


A Big Irrigation Ditch. | 


The Bow River flows by Calgary. I drove out today 
to look at the ditches, already excavated, and to ex- 
amine the irrigation project as far as it is completed. 
Taking carriages, we drove for miles over the prairie, 


This work is now going on. One hundred and ten 
thousand arces are now ready for the turning on of the 
water, and double that amount will be added this year. 
The project will be handled in blocks of 1,000,000 acres 
each, and it will be continued until the whole tract is 
redeemed and settled. Altogether it means supplying 
homes to something like 30,000 families, and with the 
towns and other industries which will be built up along 
the line it ultimately means the audition of about 300,- 
9000 people to Canada’s population. | 


The Great American Desert. 


The lands to be redeemed are a part of what was once 
known as the Great American Desert. This runs north- 
ward through the western part of the United States 
and on into Canada. There is more water here than in 
our tributary country, but there are dry seasons, waich 
make the lands unfit for ordinary farming, although 
winter wheat is now being raised on much of it. 
the past fifteen years the Canadian government has had 
engineers at work taking the levels, measuring the 
streams and locating reservoirs. From such surveys 
it has been found that there are 70,000,000 acres of semi-

lons of water every second. At many places the men 
were working, and the scenes were much like those I 
saw on the Panama Canal.

LONGEST SPAN IN THE WORLD. 

One of the most remarkable bridges in the world, 
not only from the engineering point of view, but also 
from its relations as a link in transcontinental traffic, 
will be that now under construction across the St. Law- 
rence River, about six miles above the city of Quebec 
and 170 miles below Montreal, says Technical World 
| It will contain the longest span in 


another all-Canadian transcontinental railway. The 
structure, it is supposed, will be built in two years. All 
railways will be entitled to ite use. In order to avoid 
obstruction to sea-going craft, the bridge is not built 
on a series of piers extending across the stream, but 
consists technically of two great cantilevers carrying a 
huge central expanded span having a total length in 
‘the clear—that is, between the towers at either side— 
of 1800 feet, which is 90 feet longer than each of

NIAGARA FALLS ALREADY RUINED. 
“Niagara Falls are already ruined,” says the eminent 


hydraulic engineer, Alton D. Adams, in Technical World 


Magazine for April. “Already enough water rights have 
been granted by the New York State and Canada to di- 
vert all the water which now, falling over both the 
American and the Canadian falls, makes the great cata- 
ract one of the natural wonders of the world If the 
capitalists and promoters who now hold franchises were 


all to establish plants, the entire flow of Niagara River 


would be diverted into underground channels; and the 
mighty cliffs over which the torrent now pours in resist- 
less grandeur, would be left rugged and bald and dry.” 


Mr. Adams sees small hope in the proposed treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. He does 
not believe that Canada will be a willing party to any 
treaty which will cut off the great income it enjoys from 
leasing Niagara power. His plan is to excavate and 
deepen the channel leading to the American fall, which 
will otherwise run dry long before the Canadian or 
Horseshoe Falls will be at all affected. 


A SHORT HAND TYPEWRITER. : 
M. Bivort of Paris has just patented a short hand 


_ typewriter, which is described by Dr. Alfred Gradenwitz 


in the April number of Technical World Magazine. From 
one to three syllables of a word are printed in plain 
type at each stroke of the keys. It is said that fifty 
words a minute can be written after a few days’ practice, 
while a normal speed of from 125 to 150 words a minute 
is obtained in less than two months. Speeds of 200 
words a minute and more are not unusual among ex- 


pert operators. Since no conventional symbols but

ANDALUSIA.

HE joy of travel in a foreign land reste more in 

its surprises than in the realization of anticipated 

wonders; and Spain, perhaps more than any other 
of the Mediterranean countries of Southern Europe, is 
full of surprises. ‘ 

To awaken in an unknown city; to see new phases 
of life at every turn; to walk abroad among a strange 
people, strangely dressed and speaking a strange tongue; 
to wander through historic places, guide book in hand, 
standing on the same marble pavements upon which the 
noble Don Fadriques of history have met their fate, 
wandering through gorgeous Moorish chambers where 
the odalisques of the ancient Arab kings once dreamed 
in idleness, or standing reverently in that glorious 
throne room whence the Spanish monarchs sent forth 
the discoverer of a new world—all these are joys so deep 
and lasting that memory will hold the charm unbroken 
to the end of time. | 


The music of the running waters of “Grenada the 
Beautiful” and the silver crown of her snow-clad moun- 
tains; the matchless grandeur of the Alhambra; the 
softer graces of the Generaliffe; the splendors of the Al- 
cazar and the incomparable majesty of Seville’s Giralda 
Tower; the glorious Cathedral Mosque of Cordova, with 
its maze of a thousand marble columns; the infinite 


beauty of the Andalusian valleys, filled with the silver- | 


gray of olive groves and the shadowy depths of wonder- 
ful cork forests, and all the distant hilltops crowned 
with ruined castles and ancient walled cities of the 
Moors—all remain to us as ineffacable memories of our 
Andalusian wanderings. 
The long day’s journey northward from the picturesque 
old semi-Moorish town of Algeciras, through the delicious 
vales of Andalusia and up into the snow-crowned Sierra 
Nevadas to the battlemented walls of Grenada, resolves 
itself into a most enchanting panorama of lovely pic- 
tures, with castled heights and ruined monasteries, and 
many interesting scenes and customs of a by-gone age 
to carry us back to those thrilling days when Christian 
and Moor grappled in the death struggle oversthese same 
peaceful fields for the mastery of Southern Spain. 


In the primitive customs still prevailing in Andalusia 
we find much to interest us. One of the most astonish- 
ing things is to find the primitive plow, identical with 
the implement used by the ancient Egyptians 4000 years

That 
historic meeting at Santa Fé preserved to the crown of 
Spain the glory of the discovery of America. 

Soon after passing Santa Fé, “Grenada the Beautiful” 
is no longer the dream of a lifetime, but a delicious 
reality, and we are being driven up through the narrow, 
picturesque streets of the quaint old Spanish city to the 
world-famed Acropolis of the Alhambra, where we find 
a romantic dwelling place within the walls of the most 
splendid Moorish castle that has come down to us from 
the golden age of Islam. ; 

The Alhambra. 
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ered within these embattled walls. Here dwelt the 
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“ago, still in use in Southern Spain. It consists simply of 
a crooked stick, shod with iron, and it digs up the ground 
with its sharp point, instead of turning a furrow. An- 

other peculiar feature, evidently a survival of the Arab 
occupation, is the Egyptian “Sakkieh,” the ox-turned 
water wheel used to raise the water for irrigating the 
land, which is still seen in Andalusia, almost identical 
with the rude machine in use throughout the Valley of 
the Nile. Huge ox carts of the most primitive construc- 
tion and long lines of heavily-laden burros plod patiently 
along the country roads on the way to the market towns, 

while the lumbering post wagons and stage coaches, 
drawn at a gallop by teame of six or eight mules, hitched 
tandem, furnish the “rapid transit“ for the rural dis- 
tricts and mountain provinces. The roads are lined 
with hedges of aloes, with thousands of curious blos- 
som stalks towering fifteen or twenty feet in the air, 
while the sloping hillsides are clothed with purple pop- 


pies, soft-eyed daisies and lilies of many beautiful and 


unfamiliar forms, presenting in their broad expanse an 
immense carpet woven in hues of gold and royal purple 
and trimmed with ermine white. A beautiful heather- 
like flower, which we have never seen elsewhere, covers 
the wayside with a mantle of exquisite heliotrope and 
often grows up to the very walls of the gray old Moorish 
castles, while the many-colored houses of the Andalusian 
peasantry are scattéred among the silvery olive groves 
and clumps of giant cacti; and over all, dominating this 
scene of pastoral lovelines«. the mighty Sierras tower in 
pajesty: 
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flower of the Arab court, Mohammed the Great, Al Man- 
eour the Invincible, the flerce old warrior Muley Abdal- 
lah el Zegal, and that mournful figure of Moorish his- 
tory, Boabdil, the last Moslem King of Grenada; and 
here afterward reigned the Catholic conquerors, Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, and the later Christian sovereigns of 
Spain.

It should not be a gray day when first you behold the 
mighty Lion’s Head which guards the entrance to Cherf}

Two tobacco plants may grow side by side under 
the same conditions, yet one may take up from the soil 
too much chlorine, not enough potash, too much sulphu- 
ric acid, and so on. Not long ago the story was being 
hawked about that the flavor and aroma of the sainted 
herb were due to beneficent microbes, which preferred 
the climate of Cuba to that of our own country. Then 
the Agricultural Department employed to look into the 
matter Dr. Oscar Loew, who discovered that certain fer- 
ments which he called enzymes were, rather than bac- 
teria, responsible for tobacco aroma and flavor. Dr. 
Garner will use this as a working hypothesis. He will 
pry into the causes of these enzymes at the same time 
that he is, by analysis, finding tobaccos which have the 
lowest nicotine constituent. Then, by selection 
cross-breeding, it will be a simple matter 
reau’e agents, in the field to produce a plant 
maximum of valuable enzymes and the minimum of 
poison which chemists have named in honor of 
its discoverer.

In a well-equipped, thoroughly modern conservatory, 
which has been constructed within the four grim walls 
of the prison, some of the most desperate men in Ameri- 
can annals of crime are taking pathetic delight in caring 
for a profusion of flowers of many kinds. General inter- 
est is taken in the conservatory, among the 250 convicts 
in the penitentiary; and it is no uncommon thing to see 
a “lifer,” with a record of blood and violence against his 
name, tenderly caring for a spotless lily or a delicately- 
perfumed rose.

attempts to break out, and fewer officials sacrificed in 
doing their duty. Anything that can take a convict’s 
mind off himself is a great advance in prison methods. 
The old idea that men in prison should be made to suf- 
fer as much as possible is no longer tenable. The idea 
is to make criminals better men—not to make hem 
worse by imprisonment.

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In various penal institutions it has been found that 
music has exerted an uplifting influence on criminals. 
Men who cannot be reached in any other way have been 
softened by familiar hymns or well-rendered produc- 
tions of the great masters in music. Floriculture is 
merely another step in the same direction, and who shall 
say that the refining influence of flowers is not fully as 
great as that of music? Indeed, since the convicts in the 
New Mexico penitentiary took up this new work, the 
morale of the institution has greatly improved. There 
is hardly a convict in the institution who does not wel- 
come a chance to work among the flowers. Bouquets 
are clipped and taken to lonely cells, and dried flowers 
are carefully pressed between the leaves of books from 
the penitentiary library. There is something strangely 
pathetic in seeing these wearers of striped suits work- 
ing with such childish pleasure among the gay blossoms, 
and spending hours rearing plants that, like themselves 
in many instances, must live and die within the four 


walls of the great prison. 


Superintendent H. O. Bursum has been quick to rec- 
ognize the good that the conservatory is doing among 
the inmates of the prison, hence every convict who de- 
sires to work among the flowers is given opportunity to 
while away time in the greenhouse. 

Assistant Superintendent Garrett, upon whom de- 
volves much of the prison work, is enthusiastic on the 
subject of floriculture in penal institutions. 

“There are few natures, no matter how bad they may 
appear to the world in general, that do not respond to 
the refining influence of flowers,” said this official re- 
“An hour in the greenhouse beats any number 
of hours in solitary confinement when it comes to mak- 
ing a convict tractable. A little time spent among the 
fresh< beautiful plants and flowers will take a 
convict’s mind off himself and his condition. 
When any man gets to brooding over things and 
looking on the dark side of everything in general, 
the worst elements in his nature are apt to come upper- 
most if something isn’t done to interrupt his train of 
thought. The average man goes out and buys himself a 
few drinks, or maybe goes to the theater, or takes a little 
trip in the woods or fields. But the convict can’t do 
those things, and consequently he is Mable to develop a 
dangerous form of hysteria. It may culminate in a des- 
perate attempt at securing his liberty, and the lives of 
prison officials may be sacrificed; or it may merely re- 
sult in a case of insubordination, the resuit of which is 
that the convict is put in solitary confinement and de- 
velops a ‘don’t care’ spirit that is bad in its general 
effect. 


“Now a conservatory is the nearest thing to out- 
doors. Once inside the steam-heated, glass house, sur- 
rounded by these beautiful flowers, and with the smell 
of moist, clean earth in his nostrils, the convict is lifted 
out of himself, so to speak. He forgets for a moment 
that he is in prison. He fusees around among the flow- 
ers, and his brain is soothed by the plash of the foun- 
tain. Time files rapidly instead of dragging itself on 
leaden feet, and the poor chap actually enjoys life. He 
takes the remembrance of all this to his cell with him— 
perhaps in the form of a bouquet. He forgets his trou- 
bies and the black future fades away. He sings or whis- 
tles cheerily, and his good spirits prove infectious. 
Thus, unconsciously be assists in raising the general 


morale of the prison. 


“If convicts were given more euch work to do in their 
idle hours—more gardening and raising flowers, instead 
of moodily pacing about the prison yard in quest of ex- 

pegging at contract labor all day, 
tragedies in penitentiaries—fewer 


Me early setticrs, and a score of others, the el 


tain, the central figure being a cupid. At the other end 
of the greenhouse is a large grotto, with water con- 
stantly playing over the moss-hung rocks. Long rows 
of plant beds extend on either side and in the cénter, 
while stately palms wave overhead ‘ 


Against these beautiful backgrounds move the convicts 
in their striped suits, but the visitor loses all sense of 
incongruity in the scene. He forgets that these men are 
criminals, and remembers only that they are men who 
are giving expression to their sense and appreciation of 
the beautiful. Some of the most desperate criminals 
ever brought to justice are housed in the New Mexico 
penitentiary. For instance, there is “Bronco Bill,” a 
train robber and bad man who terrorized the border for 
years, and who is now serving a life sentence. But 
“Bronco Bill” handles a lily or a rose with all the gen- 
tleness of a woman, and his face is the picture of con- 
tentment when he is in this remarkable greenhouse. In 
short, a visit to this conservatory is a fine object lesson 
in humanitarianism. W. 8.

Where the sycamore grove thins out, the cafion divides 
into two branches. We will follow the left fork passing 
the schoolhouse. At the top of a gentle rise, there is a 
wide platform of several acres that seems to have bcen 
formed by a landslide of the eastern cliff. Here the State 
University has p'ented, for experiment, a large collection 
of foreign trees, principally Australian. These have ta- 
ken kindly to the soil, and show the influence of the sea- 
son in a reddish-brown top growth and suckering shoots 
of the weird blue that character izes eucalypts. The wat- 
tles are bursting into fragrant yellow bloom. 


Beyond this piece of Australian “bush” all is native 


| wilderness. From here the cafion forms an oval about 


two miles long to where it narrows to a cleft in the hills.

marks the meanderings of the hidden stream. Live oaks 

are dotted about here and there, globes of green on the 


The sycamore, 


faces both ways. : 

In its habit of growth the live oak contrasts with its 
neighbor. It is compact and symmetrical, a type of or- 
dered, well-regulated life. But so decorously draped are 


| its limbs with foliage, that a close approach must be 


made before you can perceive how its vault of green is 


supported. Look at that fine specimen on which some 


one has carved, in letters big enough to be read from the 
road. “The Big Tree.” The lower branches describe a 
circle round the short and sturdy bole, while the leafy 
dome is upheld by a scaffolding of sinuous radiating 
arms. The flowing, interlacing curves delight the eye. 
In this building of Nature’s there is no geometrical rigid- 
ity, no stiffness of outline; yet there is no suggestion of 
instability. It is constructed on hemispherical lines. 

Its dark green leaves make no sign of seasonal changes, 
and indeed the tree puts out new growth at uncertain in- 
tervals. But all the year round this noble evergreen 
holds up against the sun a broad shield of thick-set 
leaves, It is our principal native shade tree; a boon to 
the traveler on dusty summer highways, a shelter to the 
camper-out, who builds his fire among its roots and nails 
his pots and pans to its trunk. In Spain it is called “en- 
cina,” (hence Encinitas, the place of the holm oak); and 
it grows in all countries bordering on the Mediterranean. 
The white temples of Italy and Greece were embowered 
in its thick green groves. Once very plentiful here be- 
tween the Sierra and the sea, it has unfortunately dis- 
appeared from many places that it used to adorn. 

The size of the trees in the valley floor indicates a 


good, deep soil. This may have been an alluvial deposit 


in an ancient lake—a not uncommon source of origin of 
fertile flats. In the narrow gorge under the plantation 
bluff a landslip perhaps impounded the outflow of the 
valley waters. 


Among the oaks that luxuriate in this fertility, an- 


other evergreen, small but beautiful, may be found—the 
bay tree of California. Ik is not so common here, nor 
so tall, as on the coast further north; but it flourishes as 
the “green bay tree” to which the wicked were likened 
by the Psalmist. Upon a cluster of slim stems it uprears 
a canopy of glossy leaves, pointed like arrows. Its blos- 


soms are just now bursting forth, tiny balls of pale gold. 
But the fragrance of the tree lies in its leaves. Crush 
them in your hands; you seem to have broken a casket of 
essences, so pungent is the delicious aroma that exhales. 

This aromatic chat acter of the leaf is common to many 
native herbs and shrubs, especially to those that grow 
in dry places. The treeless, sunny coast between here 
and San Diego is covered by a low, scrubby growth, the 
leaves of which are for the most part reservoirs of fra- 
grant essential oils. Hence the subtle balm that mingles 
with the sea air in the valleys opening to the sea. The 
same thing occurs in Europe, in the arid land of Prov- 
ence. A dry soil and long hours of sunshine are perhaps 
necessary to the elaboration of aromatic principles in te 
leaves of plants. 

Let us turn, now, from the trees, to examine the lower 
growth for signs of the times. Few flowers as yet 
brighten the wayside. The shepherd’s purse has already 
stored its seeds in the little pouches it bears on its stems, 
but its bloom is of small account. The plant is note- 
worthy as a vegetable vagrant, an estray that has wan- 
dered west from Europe. Wherever railroads have 
spread, it has beat its way. Its seeds cling to sacks, or 
become introduced clandestinely into packets of seeds for 
sowing, and so are scattered bfoadcast. But it is a 
harmless vagabond. not a hobo of the fields, like the nox- 
ious weeds that choke cultivation and damage crops. 

Under the spreading oaks the grass grows long and 
coarse; its color is a bluish green. Out in the sunny, 
open spaces there is a finer grass, yellower in tone, and 
thin like hair. This season the copious November rains 
gave the seeds an early start. A cold, dry December 
checked the green growth, but the heavy downpour of 
mid-January filled their veins anew. Now the slopes are 
well covered with a thick, velvety emerald mantle. It is 
the admixture of finely-cut alfileria and broad-leafed 
mallow with the grassy web that gives to the green 
swards of California their peculiar richness and sofidity 
of texture. And every week, now, will add to their thick- 
ness. 


As yet they are but sparingly enameled with flowers. 


The pale golden bells of oxalis, the sorrel, have been 
showing these many weeks. When the long dry ebb is 
over and the first showers awaken the seeds, its trefoil 
leaves unfold among the grass blades by the roadside. It 


| heralds the turn of the tide, the flow of vegetation. It is 
the first link in the golden chain of flowers that binds 


month to month. 


Here on the turf a wild gourd drags its slow length 
along. There is no stiffness in its limp stem, unsup- 
ported it falls. How snake-like is the poise of the fine 
tendrils that shoot out from the stem and grasp whatever 
they touch, a dead stick or a stone! In its proper place 
this beautiful climber festoons the flowerless, sad-colored 
sumach bush with garlands of white, starry blossoms, 
and hangs derisively on the branches of its barren sister 
an egg-shaped prickly gourd. Now it is somewhat past 
its prime; in midwinter it whitens the hill slopes. 

The elder bushes are unfolding their new leaves, cat- 
kins bristle on the willow wands, the tips of the dwarf 
sumach are red as blood. : | 

“The faint fresh flame of the young year flushes 
From leaf to flower and flower to fruit.” 

On the hilleide the earliest lupines are abloom; the 

wild gooseberry sports its red, fuchela-shaped flowers, 


and fresh shiny leaves. A California lilac, firstling ok 


the year, lifts toward the pale blue sky a spray of an- 
swering blue. Where the grass grows thick the purple 
pentagons of a Solomon shine. The flower, you observe, 
is very like that of the potato of the fields; but this 
member of the family is not destined to produce tubers 
for the former, but to adorn the shady slopes. 


Young leaves are pushing forth bravely, everywhere on 
the grassy levels. A keen eye will detect in those finely- 
carved green blades the promise of Phacelias that in 
April will be gay with purple bloom. But the claytonias 
are here already, holding up in quaint green platters 
their small service of white blossom. In the tall grass 
under the bushes a cardamine has unfolded its cross of 
white and „ and set a few pods on its stalk. 


All these signs of flower and leaf point to the future, to 
a cycle of life that is just beginning. 

But there are tokens, also, of the past, of last year’s 
fall, in bloom as well as leaf. Belated composites, here 
a purple daisy, there a yellow aster, keep up a fitful flow- 
ering. Their proper season of bloom is during the dry 
months, but as they are plants with woody stems, not 
annuals, the rain has quickened them to fresh efforts. 
Then there are autumnal tints among the green, so 
strangely do the seasons overlap in this latitude. Yel- 
low leaves still hang on the willow stems, the red of 
poison oak flares at their roots. Here is a hollow full of 
dead stalks, to which dry rustling leaves are stil] cling- 
ing. They were once golden rods and thistles that made 
a brave display of gold and blue. The mummied flower 
heads are still half filled with seeds that failed to de- 


velop, and that the finches have despised as not worth 


eating. As yet the wild garden is unweeded. 

It is the dryness of the climate that delays the march 
of decay. In tropical woods the mortuary processes of 
Nature are carried on swiftly and silently behind green 
curtains. Hardly has the leaf dropped before it becomes 
mould. In the north cold rains and frost soon destroy 
foliage; the snow comes and covers the ruin; and when 
And when the small herbaceous plants have purpled all 
the young shoots arrive they find a clear field for their 
growth. Here the dead are left long unburied, as if to 
remind the pushing infants of the year of their mortality. 

Just now the flow of rural growth seems to be at half 
tide. It is half tide, too, with the cafion stream. Its 
stony channel is dry as far as we have followed it up. 
But the twittering of birds in the willows hints that run-

Piant Protectors. 


A simple device for protecting newly-set plants may 
be made of heavy tarred or other building paper. It 
should be made of the heaviest grade and cut in strips 
of the desired width and length. The width of the 
strips will be the height of the protectors, and the length 
will, of course, be the diameter.

top and bottom and fasten with brass paper fasteners, 
which may be obtained at any stationers.

George Brodie’s history of the British empire from the 
accession of Charles I to Restoration, is the most thor- 
oughgoing vindication of the Puritans that has appeared. 
He was historiographer of Scotland, at a salary of £180 
a year. 

The deputy keeper of the signet for Scotland, about the 
middle of the last century, was Sir Thomas Brodie of 
Sterling. 

Two sculptors of renown were William and Alexander 
Brodie. The colossa) statue of the Prince Consort at 
Perth, the memorial bronze at Edinburgh, the statue of 
Queen Victoria in marble at Aberdeen, and another at 
Balmoral, are their work. : 

The Queen's physician and surgeon was Sir Benjamin 
Collins Brodie, one of the Brodies of Brodie. He was 
medical adviser to three successive sovereigns. A favor- 
ite with George IV, he was summoned to Windsor Castle 
daily at 6 o’clock, and remained through the day, during 
the King’s last illness, the King desiring his companion- 
ship equally as much as his advice. He was made a bar- 
onet by William IV. 

Sir Benjamin was a man of restless activity, who felt 
his happiness to consist in a life of exertion, to quote 
his own words. His brother Peter drew up the charter 
of King’s College, London, and his draft for a life assur- 
ance company ig considered the best model ever made. 

War has its devotees from the Brodie family, as well 
as peace, and one of the officers of the Royal Navy was 
Capt. David.

A pale denotes military strength and fortitude, and 
was bestowed upon those who had impaled or otherwis* 
defended cities, or who had “stood up rightly for prince 
and country.” 

The bend is a band similar to the pale, but crossing the 
shield diagonally from the dexter chief point to the ein- 
ister base point—that is, starting from the left-hand top 
corner as you face the escutcheon. 


When a bend is placed over a charge the latter is said 
to be “debruised by a bend,” though usually the blazon. 
runs, “over all a bend,” etc: When this is drawn in ex- 
actly the opposite direction it is nowadays called a bend 
sinister—a sign of illegitimacy—but its fourteenth cen- 
tury name was a fissure. ‘ 

The bend signifies defense or protection. It is sup- 
posed to represent a knight’s shield suspender. Shake- 
speare's arms displays a bend. 

The next in the list of honorable ordinaries is the 
quarter. This explains itself, being simply the upper 
dexter quarter of the shield. (Dexter is the high-hand 
side of an escutcheon, but the left of the spectator.

GUN COTTON AS FUEL. 

“Light another hundred-foot candle of condensed gun 
cotton! We must make the next mile in less than a 
minute!“ 

That command, or something like it, will be given by 
the commander of a United States torpedo-boat in the 
next war in which this country may unhappily be en- 
gaged, writes Mr. W. R. Stewart in Technical World 
Magazine for April. It will not mean that, finding his 
ship in a desperate situation, the captain has decided to 
blow himself and his whole command out of the water. 
It will signify only the adoption as emergency fuel of 
the wonderful new compound, “motorite,” a secret com- 
position of gun cotton and nitro-glycerine, invented by 
Hiram Maxim, whose Mazimite“ is the high explosive 
now used by the government in submarine torpedoes. 

Motorite for fuel use is packed in long steel tubes 
and under forced draft can furnish an almost unlimited 
amount of power for a short distance. 
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FAMILIES OF PLANTS. 

The writer greatly favors the collection of plants of 
one family rather than indiscriminate assortment—there 
is such an added interest. Take the Tecoma family 
(climbers mostly,) a large place could use them all.

THE UNIVERSITIES OF SWITZERLAND. 

Geneva is only one of the universities of little Switzer- 
land. Basel, founded in 1640; Lausanne, founded as an 
academy in 1537, and as a university in 1890; Zurich, 
founded in 1832; Bern, founded in 1834; Freiburg. 
founded in 1889—have each secured a high educational 
place, though in its historic impressiveness Geneva is 
unique. But Geneva and her five companions are noble 
illustrations of the spirit and power of democracy. Their 
support is. derived largely from the cantons in which | 
they are located. Although the constitution of 1848 au- 
thorized the Federal government to erect and to main- 
tain a polytechnic school and university, the university 
has not been established. The cantons support their uni- 
versities with a willingness which is as great as obtains | 
in the States of the American Union touching their 
respective State universities. The University of Zurich 
is maintained by a commonwealth of but 350,000 people, 
and within an area of less than 700 square miles. Basel, 
with a population of less than 100,000, supports its uni- 
versity. They are examples of the power of an enlight- 
ened democracy which interests itself in the highest edu- 
cation. This interest is not confined, either, to the cause 
of liberal learning. For the technical schools of Zurich 
are among the best of the world.—(Charles F. Thwing, 
in Harper’s Magazine for March.

After the chicks are hatched they have to be brooded. 
The brooder needs as much care as the incubator for two 
weeks, even more care than it needed, until the chicks 
get hardy upon feet and a little self-dependent. 

The mother hen teaches her chicke to be afraid of you, 
though she may not be herself. You cannot control her 


cord brains to hens—even mother hens—but if they have 
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chicks as you can incubator chicks, who have not been 
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no brains they have something equivalent with which to 


operate. In obeying instinct, whatever it may be, they 


command the respect of brainy people. The architect of 


the incubator has imitated the doings of the mother hen 
to the best of his ability, and worded an important for- 
mula to go with his incubator. If he could furnish 
brains and a patient application of his formula, the 
mother hen would be outdone; but he can’t do it. Some- 
thing equivalent to brains goes with the getting of 
chicks—a nice mother hen, or an intelligent soul with 


‘an incubator. The question will open, which shall it be? 


Generally or often the intelligent soul will estimate his 
caliber low and choose the hen, while the idiot will read- 


. fly buy an incubator and be seen to fail. Alas! for hu- 


man estimates of self! 


An ideal mother hen in ideal environments makes for 
success with the least trouble, to a man of uncertain 
convictions wanting a small home flock. But how will 
the novice-get her after getting environment? If he goes. 
to the keeper of a large flock to buy a mother hen, of 
course the fellow will sell him a mother, but probably it 
will not be a tried, good mother, because most breeders 
keep the nice mothers from year to year for themselves. 


There is a nice stimulus even to a big incubator poul- 


try farm, in seeing the few ideal mothers lead wee ones. 
One never knows when he tries a pullet for mothering 


that she will cater to his expectations. The old breeder 


expects she will. About once in fifty times the novice 
will get a good mother hen in buying one. The chance ls 
an exhilarating one, but not all poultry breeders sport 
with chances. If one has patience to apply he gets more 
sport out of running the minding incubator. The dumb 
thing is how obedient to attention! Without brains, am- 
bition or instinct it is how responsive to its runner! It 
gets your brains, ambition and intuition to itself, becomes 
a living thing, and is yourself! If one could always es- 
timate himeelf in application, the incubator would be a 
sure thing. One thinks he matches the majesty of a 
hen mother with whatever offering of self he gives his 
incubator, and the machine is a success or falls short 
according to the quality of his estimate. 

To get a good incubator with ite formula for running, 
be made to understand its mechanism from whom you 
buy, feel the inclination to work out the formula fully, 
with the best of your intelligence, and you are ahead 
of the mother hen probably. She can hatch out only fif- 
teen at most, and you can hatch any number of fertile 
eggs in her time limit. With three weeks’ attention to 
the incubator one can have his desired number for the 


veur hatched. 


Mother hens require almost as much attention as 


an 
. ineubator if confined, and such confinement as an er- 


perienced breeder gives is really freedom to her. A good 


taught fear. To bring up chicks with no fear is one of 
the early starts of health of hens. Let nothing frighten 
them. Fear is a negative factor in all life, and reduces 
position if complicated, just as the negative factor does 
in algebra. We are told by some of our philosophic 
friends that mother love is selfish, that human mother 
love reduces both mother and child. I fear philosophy 
backs the statement in many instances and expects hu- 
man mothers should qualify their love with modern ma- 
ternal genius. Possibly modern maternal genius for the 
hen is the incubator. Probably it is. Consider the in- 
cubator chicks in their first run on soft soil in soft slant 
rays of sun. Instinct teaches them to hunt food and 
warmth. The brooder supplies the warmth, and if you 
supply the food, you can eliminate fear and feed only 
things which best respond to instinct, and promote 
health. Consider the mothered chicks—or try to do so. 
They are with fear and eat only what the hen decides 
they may have of what you provide. They will not 
thrive like incubator chicks unless ideality of feather and 
home abide. The achievements of an ideal mother hen 
in ideal environment are unmatched. Ideal nature is 
majesty!

Criticising at Random. | 

NE agricultural journal published some 2000 
0 miles from Los Angeles, finds fault with the De- 

partment of Agriculture for introducing scientific 
terms into the text of some of the Farmers’ Bulletins. 
An “innocent public,” especially every farmer who has 
the “ill fortune to have his name on file for all the 
bulletins,” should be provided with ahesthetics, accord- 
ing to this journal, to neutralize the effect of the scien- 
tile language used in some of the governmental publi- 
eations. This same paper boasted recently that it 
printed more pages of information upon farm topics an- 
nually than the Department of Agriculture. There may 
be two extremes, namely, voluminous publication of 
commonplace matter, or ultrascientific lore, difficult to 
understand and valueless to the farmer. But I have 
never heard more extensive inquiry for agricultural bul- 
letins than is now prevalent, and the farmers should 
determine whether the criticism of this paper is just, 
lest the Agricultural Department be persuaded to dis- 
continue issuing scientific bulletins. . 


Selence has just given the people of the United States 
a process of making mushroom spawn that has revolu- 
tionized the business of growing this great food. It has 
cut off. the importation of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of spawn from Europe, and kept money at home 
that formerly went out to foreign countries for mush- 
room “seed.” The American who is principally respon- 
sible for this revolution is the author of a pamphlet, 
such jas is complained of, the title of which is “The 
Principles of Mushroom Growing.” It has many scien- 
tific terms and much plain English. For example, the 
author states that beans are a good media, or substra- 


tum for the production of sporophores of coprinus atra-. 


mentarius, the process being accelerated by a solution 
of potassium lactophosphate at 25 degrees C. But 
the Boletus miniato-violaceus will produce no sporo- 
phores upon the bean media. Now these terms are the 
only ones that would be worth a pinch in the labora- 
tory of hundreds of mushroom breeders throughout the 
country, yet such verbiage forms only a small portion 
of this Bulletin (No. 85) which is proving so valuable 
‘to the mushroom growers of Southern California. 
What has this bulletin other than scientific terms? 


Over 50 of the 60 pages contain the most simple, sen- 


sible, understandable text upon mushroom growing ex- 


tant. Market conditions, germination studies, nutrition, 


temperature, moisture, preparation of compost, installa- 
tion of mushroom beds, cave facilities for mushroom 
growing in the United States, a chapter showing the 
merits of California points for growing mushrooms, a 
treatise on home-made spawn—all these subjects are 
treated in the plainest terms so every one may have the 
benefit of the latest information upon this great indus- 
try. ‘What harm in devoting: a few pages to scientific 
terms when the main portion of the pamphlet is invalu- 
able to the practical man? And this pamphlet is a 
„sample of many that have come under the ban of the 
so-called practical farm journals. Trust the Department 
of Agriculture and you will not miss the best things for 
the farmer that can be found. 


Nine Million Plows at Work. 


T's plowing. time, says an interesting and authorita- 

tive article in Farming for March. Two hundred million 
acres of land will be plowed this year in the United 
States, and about 9,000,000 plows are on the farms to 
do the work. The capital invested in plows alone rep- 
resents $80,000,000. Such a multitude of types of plows 
and plowers can be found on this old continent that we 
can but name a few. In the great Southwest the Mo- 
have with his three or four squaws starts for the 
planting ground. Each woman carries her digging 
stick, the most primitive of all plows, and the man 
stands guard all day while the “original farmers” of this 
country dig the land and plant their gourd seeds. In 


Canada but for the interference of the government we 
might see the Doukhobor women drawing the plow in 


exactly the same way that they have done for centu- 
ries. In New England the oxen are being yoked, and 
in the Middle West the four-horse teams are ready. In 
the South the negro sits on his plow stilt to watch the 
train go by. 


In other parts of the country we find traction engines 
at work, plowing forty or more acres a day and requir- 


ing but two or three men to do it. 


The plow stands for civilization, and all civilized na- 
tions plow. No savage ever thought of plowing as we 
understand it because it involves forethought and a 
preparation for the future.

intervening Interests. - 

HE farm and the orchard produce the bulk of the 

tonnage handled by the railroads. The former are 
the producers and the latter the distributor. Their in- 
terests, in a measure are identical. The partnership of 
the two is so closely identified, one with the other, that 
the producer feels he should have some say as to the 
way his interests are protected by the distributor. 
Third parties have no right to step in and claim a por- 
tion of the revenue resulting from the labor and capi- 
tal invested by the two parties interested. When such 
third, or outside party or companies do this, and 
for themselves a net revenue by such action, either the 
distributor or the producer or both are injured finan- 
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third companies. 

Indirectly the producer is interested in the passenger, 
directly in the freight traffic. A few figures regarding 
the sleeping-car trust might make interesting reading 
in this connection. In the code of car-service rules of 
the “American Railway Association” the following rule 
regarding rates for the use of passenger equipment, that 
shall be in force, is found: “The rate for coaches, din- 
ing cars, chair cars, parlor cars, combined passenger 
cars and postal cars shall be 3 cents a mile of actual dis- 
tance. These rates are to apply when the owners of the 
cars participate in the business.” This rate applies 
when the equipment of one road passes over that of a 
connecting line. Is this standard unit of mileage charge 
for rental of passenger equipment the rental paid to the 
sleeping-car trust by the railroads for the use of their 
cars? It is safe to assume so. 


According to Poor's Manual of Railroads” for 1906 
this trust company reports the following figures as the 
business done by them during the year ending July 31. 
1904. Miles run, 408,234,382. This, at 3 cents a mile, 
gives that company a mileage revenue for that year of 
$12,247,031. This amount collected from the railroads 
for the use of the cars. They report passengers, 13,- 
312,668. Beyond doubt most of them paid more or less 
into the trust’s treasury. During the year this company 
paid in dividends $5,919,976, and then there was a sur- 
plus left for the year of $3,741,625. This, with a former 
surplus on hand of $14,275,750 enabled the company to 
commence the new year with $18,017,375 in cash. The 
total revenue for the year was $24,788,730, or about equal 
to the freight charges on 75,000 carloads of oranges from 
California to the East. Coming down to details a little 
more the following is shown: Estimating the cost of a 
sleeping car and equipment at $15,000, the interest on 
this amount for one month at 6 per cent. per annum 
is $75. Allowing the same per cent. for the deteriora- 
tion of the car gives us another $75, or $150 for both. 
The car can make the-run between Los Angeles and 


Chicago in four days, making four trips in a month 


which would be sixteen days on the road and fourteen 
days at the terminals. Average miles moved in one 
month, 9600. Mileage charges at 3 cents per mile, $288. 


‘Twelve sections in each car gives 24 berths. If two- 


thirds of them are occupied each trip that would make 
64 sold each month at $14 each. The proceeds from the 
sale of berths each month on this car are $896. This, 
with the mileage charges, is $1184. Deducting interest 
on the cost of the car, depreciation of same salary of 
the porter, $40 per month, salary of sleeping-car con- 
ductor of train per car $20, makes a total of $210. This 
leaves $974 to pay the laundry bills and for cleaning 
the car four times each month. 


With the tourist sleeping car, allowing the same 
amount for the cost of the car, for depreciation, for 
salaries of porter and conductor, the same mileage, the 
same number of berths and with two-thirds of them oc- 
cupied each trip the following is shown: Revenue re- 
ceived from mileage, $288; sixty-four berths at $7 each, 
$488—a total of $736 less $210 for expenses. This leaves 
$526 as the earnings of one car in one month. In this 
statement the fact that many of the tourist sleeping cars 
have sixteen sections or thirty-two berths, is not taken 
into consideration. 


If the railroads had furnished these cars to their pa- 
trons and charged for their use the cost of operating 
them, the producer and the distributor would have saved 
the amount this third or outside party paid in dividends, 
or $5.919,976, and the surplus claimed at the end of the 
year amounting to $3,741,625—a total of $9,661,601. This 
amount would just about pay the freight charges on the 
30,000 carloads of citrus fruits shipped from Californja 
last season. This barnacle, while but indirectly affect- 
ing the farm and orchard producer, would directly affect 
him if this immense sum had gone into the treasury of 
the railroads. It would have increased the net earn- 
ings just that much, and the greater the net earnings 
of the roads, in the same proportion they can afford to 
reduce both the passenger and freight rates they charge 
their patrons. A fractional part of this sum, if it had 
been saved, might have been placed to the credit of our 
transcontinental roads and have been a small lever to- 
ward inducing them to lower their freight rates. How 
much better it would have been, had the distinguishing 
party of this combination given the producers the ad- 
vantage of these earnings, taking into consideration 
how closely their mutual interests are allied. It should 
not have been given to an outside concern. The less 
the cost between the producer and the consumer the 
greater the consumption. This means more revenue for 
the distributor. As it is, neither party receives any 
revenue from it so far as is known by the public. Do 
the outside companies in connection with the railroads, 
interested in the movement of freight work for the ad- 
vantage of the producers, or do they increase the cost 
of the commodity in taking it from the producer to the 
consumer?

Seed Improvement. 


O scientific methods adopted in seed growing is to be 

attributed much of the improvement accomplished in 
many economic plants. the most careful selection being 
made from year to year of the mother plants for the 
next crop. This is true not only of truck and field 
crops, but also of flowers. 


It is in California that most of the flower seeds are 
produced, including the bulk of the petunias, verbenas, 
nasturtiums and sweet peas. 

In most European countries there are seed control 
stations, so called, at which seeds are tested by simple 
yet interesting methods, the work of sprouting them 
being done mainly by young girls. There are forty such 
stations in Germany, where they have created such a 
sentiment in favor of pure seeds, as opposed to the adul- 
terated stuff, containing more or less weed seeds, com- 
monly sold, that the best dealers are glad to submit 
samples of their merchandise for proof of quality, guar- 
antees of which are returned by the stations after ex- 
amination and trial. . 

The Department of Agriculture is anxious to estab- 
lish a similar system of seed control in this country, if 
Congress can be persuaded to enact the requisite legis- 
lation.—[American Cultivator. 


Pruning Tomatoes. 

N a late Massachusetts bulletin is given a summary 

of the results secured at the different experiment sta- 
tions in this country with tomatoes as regards soils and 
fertilizers, transplanting, pollination, time required to 
grow crop, yield per square foot, pruning, etc., with 
the details of experiments by armor on pruning toma- 
toes. Most of these experime ls were conducted in 
greenhouses. 


In one experiment, when a few of the lower leaves 
were removed from plants trained to a single stem, 
there was a gain of 32 per cent. in stem growth and 18 
per cent. increase in the size of the fruits over unpruned 
plants. In three other experiments extending over 
one, two and three months, respectively, with plants 
trained to two stems, the removal of the lower half 
dozen or more leaves gradually decreases with time. 

When the leaders were not cut back the smallest 
number of fruits per plant was obtained on the plants 
trained to a single stem. These fruits were of good 
size and the plants thus trained produced the earliest 
fruit of all the different methods of training. The yield 
also on equal amounts of trellis space was the great- 
est by this system of training. ) 


The greatest average weight of individual fruit, as 
well as the greatest weight per plant, however, was 
given by the three-stem system where the leader was 
headed in, whereas in the average number of fruit per 
plant this system is lowest. There was only one exper- 
iment in which heading in was practiced. In general, 
however, these experiments show that if we wish to 
obtain large fruit with a tolerably good number per 


‘plant the single leader constitutes one of the best sys- 


tems, with the two, three and 4-shoot systems following 
in tolerably uniform succession. No doubt the largest 
fruit and the greatest acceleration in maturity can be 
obtained by heading in the leader.—([California Cultiva- 
„ 
Beneficent Bacteria. 5 
HAD a most successful experience with nitrogen-col- 
lecting bacteria last summer, the results of which have 
proved their usefulness to me for peas and.beans. We 
planted one pint of peas (Burpee’s Improved Senator) 
April 25, after duly inoculating them with nitrogen-col- 
lecting bacteria. From June 30 to July 15 we harvested 
twelve and a half pecks of green pods. No trellis was 
used. The plants were stronger, they blossomed two 
weeks earlier, they withstood the-dry weather better and 
then matured more peas than plants not inoculated. On 


beans the chief advantage of inoculation was earliness 


—a difference of about ten days. When beans were 
ready to pick on the inoculated row they were just be- 
ginning to set on the other. On rich soil the uninocu- 
lated seed later matured almost as large a crop, says 
March Country Life in America. , 


Greenhouse Seedlings in a Living-Room. 


44 HAVE successfully grown greenhouse plants from 

Seed in common living-rooms,” says a writer in the 
March Garden Magazine. “Plants procured in this way 
are doubly valuable to me because of having raised them 
myself through every stage of their growth. I do not 
hesitate to grow the most delicate sorts during the 
months of June and July, but the large-seeded sorts such 
as cafnations, chrysanthemums, cyclamen, etc., may be 
sown earlier, as there is not so much danger of the 
young seedlings ‘damping off’ during cold, cloudy wea- 
ther, and they require no more careful treatment than a 
garden annual.

Spray or Die. 


WA OST people seem to have the cheerful notion that a 


tree once planted will go on producing its foliage, 


bloom and fruit without further attention. Perhaps it 
was so once, but the San José scale has changed all 


that. Prior to the advent of this insect, spraying was 
merely practiced in a very limited way by a few ex- 
pert gardeners and commercial orchardists, in order to 
combat rust, smut and some insect pests, notably the 
scab and the codlin moth of the apple. But not un- 
til the Giver of all Good Things sent along the San 
José scale did the public awake to the fact that it was 
a case of spray or die. And now all over the country 
people are becoming acquainted with their trees and 
learning something of their habits and needs, thanks to 


a pesky little plant louse hiding under a shell-like tent.

Government Whitewash. 


o— years ago the reclpe for making whitewash, 
as recommended by the Agricultura] Department at 
Washington was published in The Times. A later ref- 
erence to this wash brought the request from E. A. B. 
of Glendale for a republication of the recipe. The 
whitewash is suitable for farm buildings, fences and 
stone work. It is made as follows: 
Take half a bushel of unslaked lime, slack it with 
boiling water, cover during the process to keep in steam, 
strain the liquid through a fine sieve or strainer and 


add to it a peck of salt previously dissolved in warm 
water, three pounds of ground rice boiled to a thin 
paste and stirred in while hot, half a pound of pow- 


dered Spanish whiting and one pound clean glue pre- 


viously dissolved by soaking in cold water and then 


hanging over a slow fire in a small pot hung within a 
larger one filled with water. Add five gallons hot water 
to the mixture, stir well and let it stand a few days, 
covered from dirt. It should be applied hot, for which 
purpose it can be kept in a kettle or a portable fur- 
nace. Coloring matter may, be added as desired. For 


‘cream color add yellow ochre; pear! or lead, add lamp 


or ivory black; fawn, add proportionately four pounds 
of umber to one pound Indian red and one pound com- 
mon lampblack; common stone color, add proportion- 
ately four pounds raw umber to two pounds lampblack. 
For interior work: Slake a peck of lime till it is thick 
and creamy. While it is hot mix with a pint of linseed 
oil and one-quarter pound of glue previously dissolved 
in water. Let the mixture stand several hours before 
applying it. A little lampblack dissolved in vinegar 
and mixed with whitewash gives 2 grayish tint, which 
may be preferable to pure white, a little umber gives 
fawn color and yellow ochre a cream tint. Very little 
coloring matter should be used, or the shade will be too 


MEN’S CLOTHES MADE OF WOOD. | 
“It will probably not be very long before we can go 
into one of the dry goods stores and say to a clerk, 
Let me see what you rave in the line of wooden suits, 
says Technical World Magazine for April. He may 
reply, ‘Hard or soft?’ whereupon it will be our part to 


specify that we want a suit of ‘good’ pine, without any 


cheap sapwood,’ Vests of this kind are already worn 
by the carding-room foremen in some of the woolen 
mills.

or pine, Napkins, shirts, collars of the finest quality, 
have long been made from the fiber of hemp; and in 
using wood for heavier cloth, the process is equally 
simple. The wood -is first ground into a soft pulp, and 
this pulp is pressed through holes in iron plates. It 
comes out in long ropes about one-half inch in diameter. 
These ropes, which are very easily broken at this stage, 
are dried, and then twisted tightly, till finally they be-

In some cases, however, more strenuous methods are 
desirable, to purify an apartment, that has been pol- 
luted. The following directions for disinfecting dwell- 
ing-rooms are from the ‘Home Handbook of Domestic 


Hygiene and Rational Medicine,” by Dr. J. H. Kellogg, 


of Battle Creek.. 


“1. Open doors and windows as widely as possible, so 
as to allow the admission of the largest possible amount 
ol light and the freest circulation of air. 

“2. Remove the old papcr .rom the walls, and burn it. 
Wash the bare walls with strong soapsuds, and then 
apply whitewash to the ceiling. Cleanse the woodwork 
with a solution of fresh chloride of lime, one pound to 
the gallon. | 

“3. Remove the carpet from the floor, the bedding 
from the bed, and every other fabric from the room, and 
thoroughly disinfect them before replacing. 

“Ordinary scrubbing, whitewashing and ventilation 
are useful and necessary, but are not sufficient. Disin- 
fection is required. One of the most convenient and 
effective means of disinfection is fumigation by the burn- 
ing of common sulphur. The following is the best 
method of doing this: 

“Into a tub or a large dishpan pour water to the depth 
of an inch. Place in the vessel two bricks, laid flatwise, 
and near together. Set upon the bricks an old iron 
kettle. Put into the kettle a proper quantity of flour 
of sulphur, mixed with an equal quantity of pounded 
charcoal. The amount required is four pounds for each 
one thousand cubic feet of air. Mix with the sulphur 
and charcoal a few pieces of newspaper. Before the 
sulphur is lighted, all clothing and other articles in the 
room should be so disposed as to allow the fumes of the 


sulphur to come in contact with them, to the fullest ex-, 


tent. The efficiency of the fumigation is also very 
greatly increased by saturating the walls, and everything 
the room contains, with steam. This may be readily 
done by boiling water vigorously upon a stove in the 


room for an hour or two previous to lighting the sulphur. 
Dry sulphur fumes will destroy growing germs, but not 


the dried spores which may be collected upon walls and 
in cracks and corners. When all is in readiness, light 
the eulphur, and leave the room as soon as it is evident 
that it is going to burn well. If the door of the room 
communicates with other rooms, the crack around the 
door must be tightly closed, by putting thinck paper over 
it. The room must be kept closed for twenty-four 
hours, at the end of which time it should be opened, and 


left to air for another twenty-four hours, when it may 


be considered thoroughly disinfected.” 


The following is an efficient method of room disinfec- 
tion with formalin, a new and very powerful disinfectant, 
which is somewhat more convenient in use than is sul- 
phur, and is also more efficient: \ 

The disinfection of rooms with formaldehyde (the gas 
of the liquid formalin) is easy, inexpensive, thorough 
and quite preferable to other methods in private homes, 


as it does not decolorize nor injure the most delicate | 


fabric, 

The windows, doors, and cracks should be sealed by 
strips of paper made to adhere with starch paste. Books 
should be suspended by their covers; clothing, etc., being 
hung loosely on a line in the room. % 

To insure more thorough disinfection, the room may be 
saturated with steam before the introduction of the gas, 
by vigorously boiling an open pan of water in the room, 
and sprinkling with water the articles most infected. 
All vessels containing water should be removed from the 
room, however, before beginning the disinfection. 

Five ounces of commercial formalin are required for 
the disinfection of 1000 cubic feet of air space. The 
amount required for the room can be easily determined 
by calculating the cubic contents by multiplying to- 
gether the length, breadth, and height, and dividing by 
1000. Allow five ounces for each 1000 cubic feet. Sup- 
pose, for example, the cubic contents of a room to be 
2000 cubic feet; 15 ounces of formalin would be required. 
The process is facilitated by adding one-fourth drachm 
ef borax to each ounce of formalin. 

Formaldehyde may be produced by simply heating the 


formalin in the room, after having carefully pasted up. 
the cracks around the windows and about the door, after 


closing it, so as to retain the disinfecting vapors as long 
as possible. ng 

The liquid may be injected into the room by means 
of the ordinary Davidson’s syringe. The liquid may be 
pumped directly from the bottle by passing into it the 
supply tube of the syringe. Care should be taken to 


avoid inhaling the fumes, as they are decidedly irritat- 
ing, although not directly poisonous. 


The best method of vaporizing formalin is the follow- i 


ing: Place in the middle of the room a wide, thick 


board Place on the board a half-inch layer of sand, and 


on this lay a couple of bricks which have been placed 
in the fire until quite hot. Pour the formalin quickly 
into a tin pan, set this upon the bricks, and quickly leave 
the room. Or the pan containing the formalin may be 
placed upon a lighted kerosene stove. An old pan is bet- 
ter for the purpose, if it does not leak, as the vessels 
used for evaporating the formalin will certainly be 
spoiled; since the heat will continue long after the for- 
malin has evaporated, it being unsafe to enter the room 


to turn down or remove the kerosene stove. Close the. 


door tightly, and paste up the cracks at once. 

Special apparatus which has been suggested by Dr. F. 
G. Novy affords the most reliable results. This consists 
of a tin can, in which the formalin is boiled by means 
of a gas jet, kerosene lamp, or kerosene stove beneath 
it. This lamp is placed just outside the door of the 
room to be disinfected. A tube leading from the tin can 
is passed through the keyhole, so that as the formalin 
gas is generated, it is discharged into the room. A fun- 
nel tube placed at the side of the can passes into the can, 
and reaches within one-sixteenth of an inch of the bot- 
tom. This serves as 4 means vt introducing the for- 
malin (which may be obtained at any drug store) and at 
the same time as an indicator. 


When the liquid within the car is nearly all evapo- 
rated, the formalin vapor begins io escape through the 
tube, thus calling attention to the fact, so that the heat- 
ing flame may be extinguished, thus preventing damage 
to the can. 

The room should be left closed for ten hours, after 
which the doors and windows should be opened. After 
airing for a few hours, the walls, floor and all furniture 
should be thoroughly scrubbed with strong, hot soap- 
euds. This is perhaps the best of all known methods 
of room disinfection. 

Clothing which has been exposed to contamination by 
contagion, if of little value, should be destroyed. If 
more valuable, it may be disinfected in any one of sev- 
eral ways: 1. Heat in an oven as hot as possible 
without scorching, for an hour two. A temperature

Then, when you begin to feel a natural ap- 
petite, if you are not prepared to go so far as to tackle 
pork and beans and Limberger cheese—and the e 
surely won't suggest that you do—try a dish of thor- 
oughly boiled and baked pink beans, with olive oil, and 
a little onion, or a rarebit, with tomato sauce, or scram- 
bled eggs with thyme, sage, ley or some other savory 
herb.

You mako 
a great mistake in not eating fresh fruits. Acid fruits 
are a great aid to digestion, but whatever you eat be 
sure to masticate thoroughly. Sometimes a term on a 
single-food diet is all that is needed. Read the follow- 
ing, by Dr. Tilden, in A Stuffed Club for March, on peo- 
ple who are always worrying about what is going to hap- 
pen in their “innards,” after they swallow food: 


“T do not mean to say that when people begin to rea- 
son in this way that they must become maniacs on the 
subject; they will make the correction necessary and 
think no more about it, the same as one decides on a 
necktie, shoes or other wearing apparel for the day. 
When people talk and dream about what they shall eat 
or not eat, they are not possessed of vital knowledge, no, 
not even common sense; they are auto-hypnotized by 
one idea and are being driven in the line of insanity: 
they are not possessed of knowledge; they are 
being exorcised by an enthusiasm born of knowl- 
edge limitation. Fads and one ideas generally are 
noisy and clamorous, suspicious and fanatical. A work- 
ing knowledge is always confident, courageous and self- 
Possessed; it does the right thing at the right time and 
_ forgets it; always teachable, but not easily blown from 

one thing to another.”

The Deadly Soda Fountain. 
HE city health office is about to make a move against 
the soda fountains, where “fruit extracts” are mainly 
composed of poisonous dope, such as coal-tar products 
and sulphuric acid. One would suppose that, in a section 
where hundreds of carloads of cull lemons are left to rot 
every year, it would not be necessary to use anything but 
pure citric acid, where that is called for. Yet, as re- 
cently shown in these columns, even the “pure lemon 
drops,” sold on the beach car lines, are doped with a dan- 
gerous mineral, so as to give them an attractive ap- 
pearance. Again, to show the importance of this adul- 
teration business, it is said that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is dickering for the control of the manufacture of 
bogus fruit extracts. 


The public is mainly to blame for this, because Ameri- 
cans will be so foolish as to eat with their eyes. Any 
housewife knows, for instance, that tomatoes and straw- 
berries turn a brownish color when cooked. Yet, most 
women insist on a bright red tomato catsup, or straw- 
berry jam. Consequently, they are slowly but surely 
poisoned, which “serves em right,” but their innocent 
children, whose young stomachs are susceptible, are to 
be pitied. 

Once more, it should be remarked that, from a hygi- 
enle point of view, the ordinary American soda fountain 
is more dangerous than the saloon bar. In addition to 
the poisonous ingredients of the drinks, there is added 
the dangerously cold temperature at which the drinks 
are swallowed, causing much dyspepsia and kidney dis- 


riors abounding in decaying bits of fruit. The activity 
of the health office is much hampered by the lack of 
effective puré food law. When will the people 
a pure food law that will protect, and then see that 
is rigorously enforced? The United States Senate 
made a beginning. We shall see what it

childbirth, pan-hysterectomy, removal of tumors, appen- 
dicitis, even minor pelvic operations, get up too soon, 
get home too soon, underfed, improperly fed, the abdo- 
men full of wind, drained by saline purges and riddled 
by laxative pills. : |

The board of works accom- 
plished its purpose by abolishing the 
office he held, and creating instead a 
position named “Overseer of Sewers,” 
to which K. L. Nolan was appointed. 
Nolan had previously served 
sistant to Brandon. 

The ex-superintendent attributes his 
removal by the board to P. H. Me- 
Carthy. The Bulldi Trades president, 
he says, went to the Mayor. Then 
Schmitz, he is convinced, yielded to 
McCarthy and passed the order along 
to the Board of Public Works. 

Brandon and McCarthy have for sev- 
eral years been on bad terms. The be- 
ginning of their enmity dates back to 
the time McCarthy advocated the elec- 
tion of Crocker as Mayor and the de- 
feat of Schmitz. At least, 80 avers 
Brandon. He states that both were 
members of the board of directors of 
the Organized Labor Publishing Com- 
pany, and while serving in that capac- 
ity quarreled over politics, McCarthy 
charging that Brandon was working in 
the interest of Mayor Schmitz. 

The two never made peace. Accord- 
ing to the statement of Brandon, Me- 
Carthy vowed vengeance after one 
stormy meeting of the labor paper's 
board.
